Puente Journal: California has 
sanely passed through another 
crisis. We refer to the hoof and 
mouth quarantine which was lift- 
ed on April 1. When the disease 
was first discovered, the state de- 
partment laid their cards on the 
table, and asked the newspapers 
to keep their scare-head writers 
under subjection. The result was 
that there was very little public- 
ity. Newspapers are learning that 
their value includes as much what 
they do not say as what is pub- 
lished. 

Everyone who was in any way, 
connected with the livestock in- 
dustry understood the potential 
possibilities of a spread of the dis- 
ease. The 1924 outbreak taught 
them that. Likewise, state and 
federal authorities had learned a 
valuable lesson in that hectic per- 
iod, when great quarantine walls 
were thrown up at the state bound- 
ary line.

Outbreak 
The forest fire which Wednes- 
day morning threatened the 


mountain watershed north of Eti- 
wanda was under control at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon of the 
same day and today only smoul- 
dering embers remained, with a 
patrol crew of 
to prevent any new outbresk. 

Practically 400 acres of land 
in the mouth of Day canyon was 
burned over, the blaze continuing 
through the forenoon. crew 
of 150 men directed by Ranger 
Harry Burbank cleared a space 
around the burning area and 
the flames were halted during the 
afternoon when they reached the 
hastily constructed firebreak. 
strong north wind prevented the 
flames from working up into the 
heavily wooded mountain areas, 
and thus helped prevent what 
might have been a disastrous 
spread of the blaze. 

The fire originated in the early 


se 


hours of Wednesday when the | 
north wind swept smouldering 
embers from brush burned by 
forestry crews last week, into | 
the brush and timber near the | 
mouth of Day canyon. Normally, | 
it was explained at the federal 
forestry headquarters at San 
Bernardino, the embers from the 
burned brush cleared from a fire- 
break would have burned out, but 
the sudden drop in humidity ac-, 
companied by the high north 
wind during the night fanned 
them into flame and scattered 
sparks through the brushcovered 
area to the south. 

The blaze was partly in the 
San Bernardino national forest 
and partly in San Bernardino 


county territory, almost due north 


of Etiwanda 

The Day canyon blaze was the 
second within the San Bernar- 
dino National forest this year, 
a small fire occuring in Mill 
Creek canyon several weeks ago.

no portion thereof shall extend be- 
yond a point eight feet distant 
from the nearest curb line. 

Section 3. That this ordinance
